There are also reasons why 
it’s helpful and useful. I know it’s great for communicating, 
especially overseas. It’s also great for spreading information fast 
and likewise getting up-to-date information when you need it. 
Unfortunately so much bullshit comes with that usefulness. The 
advertising that bombards you on the net. The way people can 
spread more bullshit, gossip and lies without having a face to take 
the rap and wasting a hell of a lot of time in doing so. The way 
people can become further alienated and less able to communi- 
cate one-on-one. The more we rely on computers, the more 
distanced we become from those around us. Communication is 
important and in our “bigger, better, faster, now" mentality world 
- it is of course fitting. But in the process of it all we need to 
remember that communication with those around us is just as 
important. I know that one day I will end up with email, but I’m 
so reluctant to give in to any of it. I have a computer that is over 
5 years old and it’s already out-dated. I can't keep up with new 
software even if I could afford it and wanted to cause my 
computer is essentially obsolete. I have always hated the way the 
industry forces you to continually buy more products in order to 
simply keep up. Whatever is currently on the market is already 
obsolete and it's only a matter of time before you’re new item will 
have to be replaced. It’s like all of the evils of JG Ballard’s science 
fiction right in front of us. The more that this stuff takes over, the 
more I want to run the other way and revert to using even less 
technology. The more you pull yourself out of society, the harder 
it is to even attempt to keep up. And once you're out of the loop 
you can’t even attempt to get back in. It’s the same reason why 
those people who find themselves homeless due to some catas- 
trophe will find it near impossible to get back into society if they 
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so choose. You can’t get a job if you don’t have a home and you can get a home 
if you don't have a job. etc. etc. 

THE BUSINESS OF PUNK 

Another thing that has been on my mind a lot lately is the business of punk. 
I’ve been having a lot of conversations with a friend in Europe, looking the 
differences of how we do things in the states vs. how many people in Europe are 
able to live.

Some people get to a point 
where their punk rock things take so much time that they want to fully dedicate 
themselves to their projects, which in turn leaves little time for working a job to 
earn an income. So it seems a logical step to attempt to live off of your projects. 
But then the ethics of the diy scene get all tangled up. Most of us have the 
approach of being non-profit. And if profit is taken, it’s minimal and used to keep 
the effort moving along. I’ve always felt that if one is able to fully dedicate 
themselves to their project and squeak by paying their bills, etc., from that 
project, without taking advantage of anyone nor ripping anyone off - then that is 
the ultimate situation. But of course there are so many people who are driven 
by a different motive. Whether it be wanting to have great success of profits or 
simply not to settle for squeaking by but ensuring they do much better than that. 
It brings up a whole bunch of sticky issues. And the older you get the more these 
issues come about. It doesn't sit well with most of us to have to work for 
someone else in order to do what we really want. Especially at a time when what 
we really want to do is actually an attainable reality. It's a weird time in the punk 
world. Punk has become accessible to the mainstream and the media once 
again. Not that it means that everyone can “sell out" and reap the rewards — 
but there are possibilities lingering if you move in a certain direction that a few 
years ago just wouldn't have been there. Personally I’m not into it at all. And I 
resist these attempt as much as that of the internet. But I find myself getting 
continually upset over it. Upset that there are those who are tempted by these 
$$’s in the sky when my own ideals and ethics run so deep. Upset that record 
labels that act like indies are really subsidiaries of bigger labels. Upset that small 
labels simply aspire to operate like the big labels. I think that is the worst part of 
it. That at this time when the boundaries are overlapping - the major labels are 
sending these hand-written notes and trying to get press in “zines" in an attempt 
to get the “underground's" attention. While the small self-run labels are sending 
out mad-promotional materials that mimic the mainstream. This whole thing, 
much the same as technology makes me want to run away and give it all up and 
hide out in the woods. Of course that is not a solution, nor something I really want 
to do (at lest not quite yet). I suppose if anything it makes my mission with S&L 
that much more idealistic and imperative. It is important to continually question 
and challenge those things in front of you.

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SELLING OUT

I stayed up late writing the other night and I was listening to the radio, 
flipping across the channels, checking out the local New Orleans and Baton 
Rouge stations. There was this one kind of catchy song I kept hearing, it was 
all over the dial, one of those songs you inadvertently start humming days 
after you 've heard it and only then do you realize that it’s been stuck in the back 
of your head jingling around like an old TV ad for the past week. The voices 
sounded familiar and I could have sworn it was this really cool band I used 
to listen to a long time ago, but I couldn’t imagine why the big commercial 
stations would be playing their song next to all the other fluffy pop dance hits 
I’d been hearing in the background since the Summertime. I was scribbling 
away, not paying much attention, when the radio announcer came on and 
said something like: “ ...and that was the latest smash hit from the UK pop 
combo Chumbawambaf I dropped my pen. 

Do you remember back around 1985 when all those icons of rock got 
together and had that huge concert called “Live Aid" to send money to the 
starving children of Ethiopia? It was a huge extravaganza with all the big 
names of the time like Michael Jackson, Cindy Lauper, Sting, Boy George, 
Phil Collins, and Bono coming out to support relief for the famine in Africa. It 
was the same era as “We Are the World, " do you remember that shit? Coked- 
out superstars holding hands in some music studio and singing about giving 
money to the poor? It’s not just some figment of your twisted imagination, that 
really happened, we all watched it on TV. 

Or at least I watched it. Back in the mid 80’s, I was still in elementary 
school and mostly what we did after school where I was from was go home 
and sit in front of our TV sets and watch this new and exciting stuff they called 
MTV: three minute, fast-speed, cut-up rock advertisements blended together 
with watered down images of sex and violence for the Pepsi generation. Like 
most of the kids my age, I'd just stopped watching Sesame Street a couple 
years back and this was basically the same thing — the colorful puppets and 
bouncing alphabets replaced by super models and flashy guitars. I was your 
typical preteen of the time who sucked up all the garbage in front of me, from 
Def Leppard videos to Clearisil commercials. I ate up pop culture because it 
was what everyone else did and it was what I felt like connected me to the rest 
of the world. 

I was one of those kids that didn’t have hardly any friends when I was 
growing up because I couldn’t run fast and all the boys in my school played 
softball. I was always the kid who got picked last when they were dividing up 
the teams, I hated sports and competition. I was the kid daydreaming in the 
back of the classroom . I remember getting beaten up and getting called stupid 
because I couldn’t spell or hold my pen right. None of the cool kids ever 
wanted to talk to me cause I didn’t have the right clothes. I was what they 
called a loser. 

So when I was young I’d retreat to the imaginary world of the TV. All my 
childhood imaginary playmates were always TV show stars: Gary Coleman 
from “Different Strokes” and Ricky Schroder from “Silver Spoons,” Mr. T 
from “The A-Team”. I’d come home after school and start watching TV and 
not turn it off until I went to sleep, the glow from the screen keeping me 
company from the twelfth story of the apartment complex where we lived. It 
was the electronic babysitter for my parents who were always off working 
late, my faithful playmate and teacher. 

My models for the relationships in my life came straight out of the 
relationships I’d see on TV, all that stuff had a huge effect on me as a kid. I 
remember getting big crushes on movie actresses and being totally lonely 
and depressed when I’d realize that I had no chance of ever knowing them in 
real life and they didn't really exist anyway. I remember feeling the emotions 
like the worst of heartbreaks I’ve ever known since that time. Life was really 
confusing and TV culture had this way of tugging deep on all my insecurities 
and pre-adolescent needful emotions. 

So like I was saying, I remember when that whole Live-Aid thing 
happened because I was super excited, all the big pop stars were going to be 
together in the same place at the same time and back then that meant more 
to me then anything that was happening around in my real life. I’d been 
programmed for weeks with little clips in between videos to be ready to watch 
it on TV all day. I think when It actually happened it was kind of a let down, I 
don’t really remember it. another big show washed over in my mind with a 
thousand others just like it. 

By junior high school I’d gone to a few rock concerts (I’d win free tickets 
by calling up the local radio station until I was the lucky 95th caller and pledge 
my soul as a dedicated listener) and I’d always end upfeeling distanced from 
the performers, like they were some kind of super human beings and I was 
just one of a million souls watching something that I d had nothing to do with. 


glossed over with this thick layer of sitcoms and action show episodes, like so 
many of my memories aren’t even my own, they’re just some script that 
someone wrote in Hollywood somewhere. Sometimes I have trouble untangling 
in my mind what was real and what I just watched on TV, the apartment I grew 
up in from all those cardboard living room sets, the nightly news and the war 
movies. I wonder sometimes how many people out there have had the same 
experience. I wonder how many of us have the same implanted culture festering 
away in our brains somewhere, this bonding link with other people our age 
because we all grew up with the same dumb shit. 

Anyway, at some point I exploded and a couple years later me and my friends 
were punks. And I had a lot of friends by the way, 
because there were a lot of us alienated, 
fucked up kids. There was this one neigh- 
borhood we’d all hang out in and kids 
from all over the country would run 
away from home and come live in the 
abandoned buildings and hang out on 
the street. A lot of my friends had been 
through way worse shit then I could 
have ever even thought up in my middle- 
class liberal Manhattan dream world: 
their step-fathers had beaten or raped 
them, they’d been locked up and es- 
caped from juvie or psych wards, they 
came from trailer parks and ghettos in 
middle America and their families were 
drug addicts and psycho military people. 

My dad had just died and my early 
teenage years were full of my own fam- 
ily trauma. I’d never been able to relate to 
the kids in my school and for the first 
time in my life I finally felt like I was 
accepted somewhere. I related to the 
punks more than any people I’d ever 
known. For the first time in my life I 
learned about what it was like to have a 
real community around who looked after 
each other. 

So this is what happened: I stopped 
going to school and I started hanging out in 
this place called Tompkins Square Park. 

The scene on the streets back then was a 
real mix of kids coming from out of town 
who were out on their own surviving and 
kids like me who were still in high school 
and living at home but just had fucked up or 
complicated lives we needed to get away 
from. We were a pretty tight knit group, us 
punks, we created a family together and built 
community out of the scraps and fragments 
of all our life experiences as alienated teenag- 
ers, us against the world. I started to unlearn 
a lot of the TV programming I’ d been fed about 
social interaction and started to learn how to 
really relate to other people. Finally some of us 
misfits had found a tribe outside the main- 
stream. We had our own culture that strived to 
have nothing to do with the larger popular 
culture. 

Music was a really big part of the scene we created. We'd put on our own 
shows and had our own spaces to play music. We had our own underground 
networks for distributing our demo tapes and little magazines with stories 
pouring out our souls to each other about our lives. There was a real emphasis 
in those days on self-sufficient culture. "Do It Yourself" was the rallying cry for 
so many of us fed up with the overprocessed blood-soaked consumer culture 
and the vapid corporate madness we'd been raised with as children. Indepen- 
dent record labels popped up all over the place. “Selling out" the scene was a 
big part of the dialogue back in those days. I remember there was an album that 
came out called in Europe called "Only Stupid Bastards Help EMI ." Because all 
the major record labels were huge conglomerates affiliated with arms contrac- 
tors, there was a real consciousness in keeping the music within the scene, not 
letting the profit slip away into someone elses pocket. Making any kind of money 
off your art was seen as selling out to us and at the time that had its really good 
sides. 

Everything was really informal and down to earth. There were no managers 
or big labels at all. If there was a band from out of town that I liked, chancos were 



was a hyper-awareness of injustice in the world. Even if you were white the cops 
treated you just as bad as the black kids if you were on the street dirty and punk. 
Everything looked ugly at fifteen anyway: life was short and we were all gonna 
die young. It was the tail end of the Cold War and we'd been raised with the threat 
of nuclear annihilation present in the backs of all our minds. We hated society 
and at the same time that we hated society, a lot of us felt a really strong affinity 
with animals that was stronger than our feelings for humans. It was a lot easier 
to feel emotions for imprisoned veal calves and cats with their heads cut open 
in vivisection laboratories than the people that were fighting wars against each 
other all over the planet. A lot of us didn’t eat any animal products at all and if you 
don’t know from personal experience, it can be pretty alienating to be a vegan 
in a meat culture — everyone’s really threatened and thinks you're crazy. Try it 
for a little while and you’ll see what I’m talking about. Go to a diner and try 
ordering some food with no milk or eggs or anything fried in animal fat. 

Me and my friends would just get tighter and tighter as we slipped more and 
more outside the norms of society. We built our world underground and a 
lot of our codes of ethics were things that most people wouldn't even 
be able to begin to understand unless they hung out with us for a 
long time. Most of our fashion statements were really just for 
each other: the obscure band names on our tee-shirts or the 
cryptic symbols on our canvas patches we’d used to hold our 
clothes together. But we had community: we’d smash TV's and 
cook food in big groups, we’d hang out on the streets and play 
music and drink a lot. 


Eventually some of us became more overtly political. We 
hooked into older activist networks and started organizing in our 
schools and on the street. We got our inspiration from the old 
Yippies who would sit around smoking pot and telling stories about 
the good old days of guerrilla theater pranks and we'd have meetings 
in an old pacifist resource center in the neighborhood that 
was full of anti-nuclear activists. There were 
lots of older housing activists and squat- 
ters floating around who’d been the 
ones to originally open the aban- 
doned buildings in the late 70’s and 
they’d had years of experience fight- 
ing the city. 

Back in the late 80’s New York 
^ City was a trip and a half, let me tell 
you : for the first time since the 1 930’s 
there were homeless people every- 
where, shanty towns in the middle of 
Manhattan island — the after effects 
of a housing crisis and Reagan cut- 
ting all the mental hospital funding 
and social services back at the begin- 
ning of his reign in office. The Lower 
East Side, our beautiful neighborhood , 
was going through a huge and com- 
plicated economic battle between the 
/SCHARGEy, forces of gentrification development and 


everyone else: everyone from the old 
Puerto Ricans and Ukrainians to the young 
artists and the anarchists were mixed up in it. 

There were big riots in 
Tompkins Park over the tent city that had been 
constructed by a small army of homeless people 
and their supporters. I watched as friends of mine 
got beat bloody over nothing in the middle of police 
riots. I threw Thy first brick at a cop and set my first 
barricade on fire in the middle of the street. I’d get arrested all the time in 
skirmishes with the police and my mom would freak out So much of our politics 
were reactionary, just channeled adolescent anger fueling direct actions of our’ 
rage against society, l ate night stencil bombing and window smashing, blowing 
up cars with M-80’s, always focusing our anger against the police who were all 
seemingly these fat mustached buffoons who lived on Long Island and were like 
an occupying army in our neighborhood. But there truly was love and inspiration 
behind all that rage and anger. I remember it really well. A lot of us had this vision 
of a new society where everyone was free and equal and had autonomy from the 
outside government. Admittedly, as an young teenager in the middle of the city 
it was pretty hard to articulate sustainable models for alternative futures and 
practical ways to live cooperatively on large scales. 

But more important than our far off visions for a new society, we really did 
have community that stretched across the world: scenes of punks*all over the 
country with similar ideas and styles; comrades we’d hear of in Europe who were 
battling Thacher’s reactionary government, the Poll Tax Riots, the thriving West 
German Autonomen scene with their romantic black blocks and whole occupied 
neighborhoods. We listened to old punk records that told us of our history, all 
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caring a whole lot at the same time. We didn’t have to conform to the same 
gender rules that everyone else seemed forced into about dating and male'' 
female division of sex roles. For teenagers, we were really super aware and 
conscious of sexism in our scene. For the first time in my life I started to meet 
really cool real girls who would school me in political theory and teach me 
how to make stencils; girls who didn't shave their legs and would throw 
bottles at cops when they were angry. I'd found my crew. 

There was this great album that a lot of us listened to back then called: 
“Pictures of Starving Children Sell Records: Charity, Starvation, and Rock & 
Roll" and it was by this really cool punk band from the UK called Chumbwamba. 
A bunch of us used to hang out at Michelle and Isa Moscowitz’s house, (the 
infamous Brooklyn punk sisters), and dance around to it and cook big vegan 
feasts. It had come out right about the era of Live Aid and it was this incredible 
critique of the corporate rock structure and the hypocrisy of all the stars who 
profited off their image as caring about the poor. But it was so much more. 
It beautifully and simply articulated the destructive relationship between the 
rich nations and the developing world, the history of imperialism, the evils of 
apartheid, the corporate media, and the rich families who perpetuated it all. 
It was like a punk rock opera. From the first lines: 

“I’m the boss of the company - and I’ve got hunger working for me. 

Listen, and you 'll begin to understand: I build my profits from stolen land. 
It's the economics of supply and demand. And I make the demands around 
here. ’’ 

to the last lines of the album: 

“ And the cycle of hungry children will keep on going round. . . 

Till we burn the multinationals to the ground.” 

I still get chills when I think about it. It wasn't like any other punk album that 
had ever come out: the distorted guitars, chaotic drum beats, and screaming 
vocals had been replaced by keyboards, drum machines, and melodic 
intelligible lyrics. But that didn’t matter at all, this was obviously a very punk 
album. We all loved it, we all knew all the words. We used to joke that if we 
ever wanted the anarchists to infiltrate mainstream society we’d just get them 
to start broadcasting Chumbawamba on the radio. Ha-ha. 

Time flies. All of a sudden it’s eight years later. My friends that I used 
to hang out with on the street and in the political meetings are scattered all 
over the place. If you look at all of us now and check out our lives, we re doing 
a really wide spectrum of things. There’s still a lot of us doing radical activism 
on one front or another: organizing protests and collectives, working with 
pirate radio and alternative media projects; traveling through the network of 
infoshops and radical houses around the country, cooking Food Not Bombs 
and bridging connections. You can find some of my friends off doing eco- 
activism in the forests of the Pacific Northwest and Northern California, 
keeping the last of the old growth trees from getting clearcut. Some of my 
friends do jail support work in groups like Prisoners Literature Project that 
send books and letters to incarcerated inmates all over the country. Some 
of my friends are off in the jungle in Mexico working with the Zapatistas or 
doing solidarity work with 3rd world rebel movements back in our home 
towns. Some of my friends work in bicycle shops and teach kids how to build 
bikes or help organize Critical Mass rides that protest the car culture in large 
cities. Some of them work in food co-ops and have studied herbal medicine 
and natural healing to help provide alternatives to the medical industry drug 
culture. The ones that stayed squatting the tenement buildings on the Lower 
East Side by now are either master carpenters, total alcoholics, or some 
twisted combination of the two. 

A lot of my friends are the most creative people anywhere and I’m lucky 
to even know them. Off the top of my head I can think of dancers and jewelry 
makers and musicians and sculptors and painters and writers and freak 
nomad fire breathers who travel the country weaving their strange and 
inspiring tales. I bet if you ask any of us that are still around about those days 
back when we were growing up together on the Lower East Side we ll all talk 
about how influential and inspiring a time it was. 

As for me, I ended up sticking around the anarchist scene more or less, 
nixed the punk thing with disgust a couple years ago when things got ugly, 
branched out, but I’ve kept my roots and my friends and I still feel like I have 
a big community all over the place. I travel around the country and write 
stories about the people I meet and stuff that happens to me. You’re reading 
one right now by the way. 

I showed up in New Orleans the other day and the old streets were alive 
with magic and promise. I’d been staying in a small town across Lake 
Pontchartrain with some friends for the past couple weeks and helping 
rennovate a house with their step-father.

I 
remember getting big crushes on movie actresses and being totally lonely 
and depressed when I'd realize that I had no chance of ever knowing them in 
real life and they didn’t really exist anyway. I remember feeling the emotions 
like the worst of heartbreaks I’ve ever known since that time. Life was really 
confusing and TV culture had this way of tugging deep on all my insecurities 
and pre-adolescent needful emotions. 

So like I was saying, I remember when that whole Live-Aid thing 
happened because I was super excited, all the big pop stars were going to be 
together in the same place at the same time and back then that meant more 
to me then anything that was happening around in my real life. I’d been 
programmed for weeks with little clips in between videos to be ready to watch 
it on TV ail day. I think when it actually happened it was kind of a let down, I 
don’t really remember it, another big show washed over in my mind with a 
thousand others just like it. 

By junior high school I’d gone to a few rock concerts (I’d win free tickets 
by calling up the local radio station until I was the lucky 95th caller and pledge 
my soul as a dedicated listener) and I’d always end up feeling distanced from 
the performers, like they were some kind of super human beings and I was 
just one of a million souls watching something that I’d had nothing to do with. 
It was this strange mix of contempt and admiration that would leave me feeling 
totally empty and sad. I looked up to the people on the stage but once again 
it was that feeling of them being so far away from my life that I wasn’t even 
sure they really existed. Not too long after that whole time I started to become 
really disillusioned with the pop culture I’d been fed all my life in this vague, 
hard to articulate, alienated kind of way. 

Sometimes I feel like so many of my childhood memories have been 
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stream. We had our own culture that strived to v *— ^ 

have nothing to do with the larger popular 
culture. 

Music was a really big part of the scene we created. We’d put on our own 
shows and had our own spaces to play music. We had our own underground 
networks for distributing our demo tapes and little magazines with stories 
pouring out our souls to each other about our lives. There was a real emphasis 
in those days on self-sufficient culture. “Do It Yourself" was the rallying cry for 
so many of us fed up with the overprocessed blood-soaked consumer culture 
and the vapid corporate madness we’d been raised with as children. Indepen- 
dent record labels popped up all over the place. “Selling out” the scene was a 
big part of the dialogue back in those days. I remember there was an album that 
came out called in Europe called “Only Stupid Bastards Help EMI." Because all 
the major record labels were huge conglomerates affiliated with arms contrac- 
tors, there was a real consciousness in keeping the music within the scene, not 
letting the profit slip away into someone elses pocket. Making any kind of money 
off your art was seen as selling out to us and at the time that had its really good 
sides. 

Everything was really informal and down to earth. There were no managers 
or big labels at all. If there was a band from out of town that I liked, chances were 
that I could write them a letter and they would write me back inviting me to come 
sleep on their couch and give me a personal tour of their town. When I saw bands 
play at the squat shows and I danced in the pit with my friends, I felt like I was 
part of something really cool, something that I’d helped to create that had nothing 
to do with mainstream society. 

I think for a lot of us what eventually grew out of our alienation from society 
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riots. I threwTTIy first brick at a cop and set my first 
barricade on fire in the middle of the street. I’d get arrested all the time in 
skirmishes with the police and my mom would freak out. So much of our politics 
were reactionary, just channeled adolescent anger fueling direct actions of our* 
rage against society. Late night stencil bombing and window smashing, blowing 
up cars with M-80’s, always focusing our anger against the police who were all 
seemingly these fat mustached buffoons who lived on Long Island and were like 
an occupying army in our neighborhood. But there truly was love and inspiration 
behind all that rage and anger. I remember it really well. A lot of us had this vision 
of a new society where everyone was free and equal and had autonomy from the 
outside government. Admittedly, as an young teenager in the middle of the city 
it was pretty hard to articulate sustainable models for alternative futures and 
practical ways to live cooperatively on large scales.

We dyed our hair all different colors and wrote our opinions about the 
world on the backs of our jackets in spikes for everyone to see in crude slogans. 
We pulled off a subtle yet somehow very appealing mix of not giving a fuck but 


inspiring tales. I bet if you ask any of us that are still around about those days 
back when we were growing up together on the Lower East Side we’ll all talk 
about how influential and inspiring a time it was. 

As for me, I ended up sticking around the anarchist scene more or less, 
nixed the punk thing with disgust a couple years ago when things got ugly, 
branched out, but I’ve kept my roots and my friends and I still feel like I have 
a big community all over the place I travel around the country and write 
stories about the people I meet and stuff that happens to me.

The Crescent Wrench bookstore was a couple blocks away and I got the 
grand tour. The Emma Goldman books and Spectacular Times SituatiQnist 
pamphlets, the Slingshot’s and Shadow's and Blast's and Love & Rage’s, all 
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toxic waste 82 to 86.. belfast 1st anaroho 
punk band with male and felmale vox. just like 
crass, 4of the somgs from there split 12inch 
on mortarhate which was a benefit for kite 
warzone they never got any moneyt the other 
3 songs from a 3 way lp on there own lable 
if you like crass you will like this , bleeding 
rectum 92 to 94. with the male singerand grt 
toxic waste they moved in to the 90s with fast 
heavey punk crust. 8 songs from the split lp 
with man is the bastard the other 9 songs from 
there split lp with fleas and lice and 4 unboard 
songs too this is irish punk history £6ppd Jl2ppj 
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the national rags. There were racks full of good zines, lonely kids pouring out 
their souls from all over the country captured in time on little folded pieces of 
paper. There was a whole library with everything from carpentry do-it-yourself 
books to cheesy sex guides to Howard Zinn history. Every night there was a 
different activity going on at the Crescent Wrench: from watching Noam 
Chomsky movies to book binding workshops to the night I walked in and there 
was a room full of people polka dancing. It was a cool little scene I’d stumbled 
into, almost all people from other parts of the country who’d come together 
to create an enclave of radical culture. 

So anyway, that first day I was at the Crescent Wrench infoshop I was 
talking to the punk guy behind the counter, happy to be back around my own 
kind that I could commiserate with for a little while before I headed back to 
small town life across the water. I asked him: “Hey, didja hear that old band 
Chumbawamba made it to the top of the charts? I keep hearing them on the 
radio. Isn’t that crazy, who woulda ever thought, huh? ” He looked at me and 
I realized I ’d struck a chord. His face got all red and he managed to sputter out: 
“Man, those fucking sellouts! They’re such hypocrites! I can’t believe they’re 
doing exactly what they preached against all those years ago! Fucking rock 
star bastards selling out our culture! I was walking by T ower Records and they 
had their album in the window! Can you believe that? They must be so rich by 
now. Fucking rich rock star sellout fucking bastards making money for EMI..’’ 

I laughed and told him I thought it was a little more complicated, but inside 
I could relate to his gripes. The truth is that I’m just as sick of watching the 
music and art I care about get coopted and bought out by big business. I 
freaked out when I turned the TV on one day to see that the Nike corporation 
had bought the rights to that old Gil-Scott Heron song “The Revolution Will Not 
Be T elevised” and was using it to sell their fucking sneakers. It was like Whitey 
using his own anti-manifesto with the meaning sucked out and spit back evil. 
It was some sick voodoo shit, insidious exploitation of black kids in the ghetto 
too young to remember the song had originally been a call to smash the 
consumer culture of the early 70’s. 

Even more, the whole “punk explosion” in the media a couple years ago 
was enough to make any self-respecting older punk kid slip into an identity 
crisis. It was like everything you thought had meant something had just had 
all the meaning drained out of it when those videos with the guys with 
mohawks started playing on MTV. It's undeniably strange when the stuff that 
you and your friends used to treasure like secrets is suddenly in the public 
domain. The music that got you through adolescence with its caustic critiques 
of pop culture is suddenly being sold as the same pop culture you were 
rebelling from in the first place. It’s even stranger when you start seeing all 
these kids walking around who look just like you and your friends did and you 
want to be able to relate to them, but they’re nothing like how you and your 
friends were. They’re like the equivalent of hippies in the 80’s: shallow retro 
fashion victims with so little political consciousness you could rub the 
contradictions in their face and they ’ d pay you to do it some more, cynical and 
hopeless. Back at the Crescent Wrench I found myself struck with how much 
I could relate to this guys angry ramblings. 

Anyway, it was a couple days later, I was back at my friends place across 
the water, and I still couldn’t get all this stuff off of my mind. By chance I’d been 
listening to the radio and I’d heard an announcment that if I was the 1 04 caller 
I’d win free tickets to see Chumbawamba live in concert. It was too surreal, 
too close to home. I suddenly felt betrayed. I kept getting visions of drunk frat 
boys singing along to poppy vapid feel good songs and record executives 
sitting in some office cashing in with big grins. The strange thing was that I was 
positive Chumbawamba knew exactly what they were doing. They were 
talking about it years ago, they were the ones who articulated it to me in the 
first place, shit. Something didn’t seem right. This called for some drastic 
action. 

So I went to go buy their CD at the mall, it was really the only thing I could 
do given the circumstances. I was standing on line at the Circuit City in the big 
Louisiana Shopping Center with my friend Kaia and it was the weekend right 
after Thanksgiving and everyone was busy rushing around doing their 
Christmas shopping. It was a total fucking nightmare. There was a wall with 
40 television screens all playing the same droning images of war and sex: 
explosions and scantily clad bodies on beaches. There were all these kids 
standing transfixed before the flickering images and running around begging 
their parents to buy them the new super-hype video games and CD-Roms. 

I was standing there on line with the glossy shrink wrapped CD in my 
sweaty hand and I was studying it for any kind of signifier that the contents 
were more radical than they appeared in their slick green and pink neon 
packaging. The only thing I could see that had any promise was a little note 
in the bottom right hand comer: “www.chumba.com," an invitation to check 
out their web-page on the Internet. 

Times have really been changing in the last couple years and it seems like 
now everyone and their mom has a website on the Internet. A bunch of my 
neo-luddite forest friends still think it's a conspiracy to suck our brains out our 

clmllc fnr thn Man hut tho mnm I Inarn ahnni tha rintantiol r /wYimnnicilinn 


population. Not like there aren’t forty on-line reactionary business web pages for 
every one cool on-line lefty labor journal or radical bulletin board. There are. But 
the more people that get on there, the more the scales will tip. I've recently been 
turned into somewhat of a computer geek, I'm typing on one right now so maybe 
I'm a little biased, maybe my brain’s already been sucked out. But anyway, keep 
reading and you’ll see what I'm getting at. 

We got back to the house and 
I walked straight over to the com- 
puter, turned on the modem, and 
logged on-line. I typed in the web 
page address and the screen flick- 
ered for a second and then came 
up full of text. I breathed a sigh of 
relief. Chumbawamba had links to 
all the cool radical websites around: 

Mumia-Abu Jamal, The Noam 
Chomsky Archive, The Liverpool 
Dockworkers, Anti-Facist Action, 

AK Press, Billboard Altering Sites, 
tons of stuff I’d never even heard 
of. The 12 character address I found 
on the back of the CD and punched 
into a computer terminal gave me 
access to a wealth of information, 
all I had to do was click on what I 
wanted to know about and the 
screen would fill with text and pho- 
tos. There was a section where 
there were ongoing debates about 
current political issues and 
diologues from people all over the 
world asking questions to the band . 

They had a list of big corporate 
shops that they recommended 
stealing their new album from. “If 
you get caught, just tell the store 
detective that you have full support 
of the band.” I was pretty happy. I 
don’t care that EMI is a weapons 
contractor. If this was selling out 
then I think I’m ready to sign up. 

I don’t think that me or most 
of my friends have a very easy time 
trying to imagine a large scale so- 
cial revolution. Most of us are way 
too alienated from mainstream 
culture and even most other people 
to be able to begin thinking on such 
big levels. Most of us are covered 
in emotional scars and have re- 
treated to our safe little enclaves in 
big cities or rural communities. A 
lot of our attempts at political organizing seem to end up only reaching each other 
because we only know how to talk to a certain kind of people. 

We re still the same alienated kids who hate society and can't watch TV. 
That's OK. But the truth is that there are too many battle fronts to be just hanging 
out with each other. I still want to see the people rise up and take the power out 
of the hands of the big corporations and start organizing their own collectives. 

I want to see a social revolution on a mass scale in my lifetime. Building a mass 
movement and educating large groups of people seems like really good places 
to start. But it’s easier said than done. I commend anyone that’s trying 

So what I ’ m trying to say is that if it means Chu mbawamba starts selling what 
appear to be apolitical songs that become smash hits and millions of people 
listen to them and then maybe at some point have the chance of getting exposed 
to more radical stuff, I think that's wonderful. I’m still the same alienated kid I was 
at 1 4 who scoffs at popular culture and has some separatist tendencies and still 
knee jerk recoils at the general amount of stupidity and sexism and racism and 
brainwashed TV Christian moralist bullshit most people have been inundated 
with. I always feel like my soul is dying when I’m surrounded by corporate 
culture: office buildings, strip malls and tract suburbs. I always have to be able 
to retreat back to the familiar world of my friends who totally opt out of the system 
and live in the middle of the woods or scam their way through life in the cities 
living off the grid. I’m totally inspired by the freedom of radical environments that 
can be created out of the clutches of the law. 

But the older I get the more I realize that the last thing I want to do is put myself 
in a bubble and surround myself with people who think just like me. That’s too 
easy. I’m not going to scoff at all my friends who do it because I totally 
understand, but I’m beginning to understand that if we really want to change the 
world and make things better for people other than our network of friends, it takes 


our enemies because we know it’s for the best in the long run. We have to learn 
to be that statue of Jesus with the Mayan idols hidden inside. And be proud of 
it too. The truth is that I don’t give a fuck anymore about an old code of the 
underground scene, I’m way more interested in seeing change than I am 
upholding the unwritten laws. I’m not going to be greedy and say my culture’s 
getting robbed because my friends and I can always find more secret stuff to 

enjoy that’s not for public 
consumption. If they fig- 
ure out some way to make 
money off of it then we’ll 
just think up something 
else that’s new. 

So in the end I 
think back to waiting in 
line at the Circuit City in 
the shopping center, sur- 
rounded by a whitewash 
of corporate culture. I think 
of all the kids growing up 
in this country who 
weren’t lucky enough like 
me to be born in cultural 
centers like New York City 
and are stuck in the fes- 
tering nightmare that are 
ourcountry’s ghettos and 
suburbs. I think of some 
of those kids going out 
and buying the new hit CD 
from Chumbawamba 
cause they heard the 
catchy song on the radio, 
making it past the surface 
layer and discovering a 
world they would have 
never had access to be- 
fore. And I smile thinking 
about strange twists of 
fate and the unknown fu- 
ture in store for all of us. 
“Revolution will be built 
on the spread of ideas and 
information, on reaching 
people, rather than on our 
habit of creating ghettoes 
within which to stagnate. 
It's no use standing out- 
side shouting. We ha ve to 
start kicking down the 
doors! "From sleevenotes

DEALING WITH AUTHENTIC 
EMOTIONS IN A REPRESSIVE 
AUTHORITARIAN 
CONTROLLING SOCIETY 

Hello! This is going to be a heavy column because I have some issues I am 
just dying to share with the world now that I have a column to speak from. So 
sit back, put up your feet and listen here! And I thank you in advance for taking 
the time to read and consider some thoughts I am about to put in front of you! 

When people brake away from patterns and ways of thinking they didn’t like 
- and grow up and define themselves differently than their parents - become 
punks or whatever... they can still get quite conservative when it comes to their 
views on children. This is because the effects of child-rearing run deep... you 



in child-rearing and the roots of violence) the “repetitive compulsion that 
someone who hopes eventually to find a better world than the one he or she 
has experienced as a child in fact keeps creating instead the same undesired 
state of affairs.” 

Thus to illustrate this, I want to give some examples of what I have seen. 
I’ve seen a man that is proud to be a native american talking about he “wants 
to break his child’s spirit”. (His exact words). I have seen a man who grew 
up “terminally cool and punk as fuck” , acting obnoxious, wearing clothes that 
shock society - say that may daughter shouldn’t wear a frilly dress to the 
library for “what will the librarian say” and that the dress is inappropriately 
fancy and it will embarrass me (? ?) . I’ ve seen a rednec k that breaks the rules 
of authority who is shocked when a neighbor told her granddaughter that 
“she has a mind of her own. ” A kinda hippie type who believes she is a strong 
woman who repeatedly calls her daughter a bitch when she isn’t. And the list 
goes on and on. 

Oh yes, it runs deep - and we all have them - hypocrisies of acting against 
our own belief code - when it comes to how we treat children. Double 
standards. We all wanted to be respected and should respect and honor 
children so we can teach them the meaning of it., so they can respect and 
honor themselves and others. I think the real shit comes out - upon our 
dealing with kids. The practical meets the theoretical. We are challenged. 
We have internalized our parents voice - deep inside. 

For example - when my daughter was young her crying really bothered 
me. I thought crying meant I was a bad mother, my daughter ought to be 
happy, shouldn't she? It was a criticism of me. I should be the “perfect 
parent” (much as I was supposed to be the “perfect child" with no crying) 
My daughters crying made me feel stressed and uncomfortable deep inside 

- if she kept it up, it made me feel crazy. 

Then I read an article, in (When vour child drives you crazy by Eda 
Leshan) that said what really drives us crazy about children - is when they 
do stuff we weren’t allowed to do as children. As I examined myself - 1 
realized that I was encouraged not to cry as a child - and to see my Dad now 

- he goes crazy - “Stop it now, or I’ll give you something to cry about! ”, for 
he was really forbidden to cry as a child. Not just to follow orders without any 
expression of discontent. 

I read that crying is part of the healing process. In fact tears actually 
contain a stress hormone, ACTH and studies on adults have found lower 
blood pressure, pulse rate, and temperature in patients immediately follow- 
ing sessions where they cried and raged. I read this recently in an article 
called U nderstanding tears and tantrums in a paper called “Growing up in 
Santa Cruz”. Anyone who is interested send me a SASE and I’ll xerox the 
article for you. 

Anyway, after I figured things out - 1 felt I could let my daughter have the 
right to express her own feelings without being so emotionally wrapped up 
in them myself. My understanding of this and dealings with her, gave her the 
vocabulary to even defend herself. When Clover was 3 or 4 and cried because 
an acquaintance ordered spicy food that Clover couldn’t eat and we had no 
money to order our own food, the lady said; “Oh stop crying!” Clover said, 
“But crying helps me get my sad out!” Then he lady replied, “Oh wow, I never 
thought of it like that.” 

This is an example of why we need to think and find out how to raise 
children - if we feel we want to raise them differently than how we were raised. 
Once I understood what was going on logically, it really did help me 
emotionally to give Clover more space to have her own emotions. Some- 
times it’s better to just let your kid cry without you getting freaked on top of 
it. Sometimes people need to cry for a bit before you can make them feel 
better. (Or cry as you comfort them, of just have their sadness validated, 
“Yes, that really sucks!”, instead of denied “Oh, it’s not so bad” - to be able 
to grieve and bounce back. Gipsy told me she would tell Thor to go cry to a 
tree so he wouldn’t bother the people they were crashing with. That’s a lot 
better than telling him not to cry. Important note: I’m not advocating not 
comforting children or not listening to why children are upset and trying to 
help. I am talking about situations where nothing you can do is gonna help, 
and it’s an older child not a baby, and you feel kinda mad at the child, like it 
has no right to cry about what it's crying about and the child isn't asking for 
your comfort. . . it just wants to cry cuz it's sad! I am also not talking to people 
who have no empathy for a child’s tears and are ignoring them. . . I am talking 
for the people who have too much empathy and want to make stuff better al 
the time or to people who get angry at crying children. 

Part of life is being sad, ya know? And if we forbid crying and other 
“negative” emotions and behaviors in children... you know what happens... 
we also suppress their ability for “positive” emotions - cuz restraining your 
authentic spontaneous feelings seems to work both ways. It’s this ying yang 
thing, you close your heart so you won’t get hurt anymore and you find you’re 
not really open to feel all the good things either. And that’s not worth it, to 
repress a child’s ability for spontaneous joy and honesty because it is so well 
behaved. Soon enough the child will learn more self control.

first place, shit. Something didn’t seem right. This called for some drastic 
action. 

So I went to go buy their CD at the mall, it was really the only thing I could 
do given the circumstances. I was standing on line at the Circuit City in the big 
Louisiana Shopping Center with my friend Kaia and it was the weekend right 
after Thanksgiving and everyone was busy rushing around doing their 
Christmas shopping. It was a total fucking nightmare. There was a wall with 
40 television screens all playing the same droning images of war and sex: 
explosions and scantily clad bodies on beaches. There were all these kids 
standing transfixed before the flickering images and running around begging 
their parents to buy them the new super-hype video games and CD-Roms. 

I was standing there on line with the glossy shrink wrapped CD in my 
sweaty hand and I was studying it for any kind of signifier that the contents 
were more radical than they appeared in their slick green and pink neon 
packaging. The only thing I could see that had any promise was a little note 
in the bottom right hand comer: “www.chumba.com," an invitation to check 
out their web-page on the Internet. 

Times have really been changing in the last couple years and it seems like 
now everyone and their mom has a website on the Internet. A bunch of my 
neo-luddite forest friends still think it's a conspiracy to suck our brains out our 
skulls tor the Man, but the more I learn about the potential communication 
capabilities of the Internet and the longer it’s around, the more open minded 
I become. Unlike television, which is just straight blasts of commercial 
garbage injected straight into our brains, the net is full of radical information 
that’s really easy to access and sift through. Because it’s getting so much 
cheaper to use and because the medium is inherently interactive, I’m totally 
convinced that it’s going to be a positive tool for large sections of the 


movement and educating large groups of people seems like really good places 
to start. But it’s easier said than done. I commend anyone that’s trying 

So what I’ m trying to say is that if it means Chumbawamba starts selling what 
appear to be apolitical songs that become smash hits and millions of people 
listen to them and then maybe at some point have the chance of getting exposed 
to more radical stuff, I think that's wonderful. I’m still the same alienated kid I was 
at 1 4 who scoffs at popular culture and has some separatist tendencies and still 
knee jerk recoils at the general amount of stupidity and sexism and racism and 
brainwashed TV Christian moralist bullshit most people have been inundated 
with. I always feel like my soul is dying when I’m surrounded by corporate 
culture: office buildings, strip malls and tract suburbs. I always have to be able 
to retreatbackto the familiar world of my friends who totally opt out of the system 
and live in the middle of the woods or scam their way through life in the cities 
living off the grid. I’m totally inspired by the freedom of radical environments that 
can be created out of the clutches of the law. 

But the older I get the more I realize thatthe last thing I want to do is put myself 
in a bubble and surround myself with people who think just like me. That’s too 
easy. I'm not going to scoff at all my friends who do it because I totally 
understand, but I'm beginning to understand that if we really want to change the 
world and make things better for people other than our network of friends, it takes 
a way more challenging type of organizing , learning how to talk to people we’d 
never figured we’d find ourselves talking to, thinking about things on a large 
scale, on a mass scale 

I used to see the future in creating a new system and a threat by example from 
the ashes of the old. But the truth is that I don’t see the old system going anywhere 
yet. I think at a certain point if we want to be effective on a mass scale we have 
to learn to negotiate a balance with the system. We have to learn to dance with 
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Hello! This is going to be a heavy column because I have some issues I am 
just dying to share with the world now that I have a column to speak from. So 
sit back, put up your feet and listen here! And I thank you in advance for taking 
the time to read and consider some thoughts I am about to put in front of you! 

When people brake away from patterns and ways of thinking they didn’t like 
- and grow up and define themselves differently than their parents - become 
punks or whatever... they can still get quite conservative when it comes to their 
views on children. This is because the effects of child-rearing run deep... you 
can still have immediate knee jerk reactions from your own upbringing - that you 
have to reflect upon to change. This is one of the cool things about being around 
children - you can learn so much about life and yourself from them. 

People raised authoritatively (and we all were, in different degrees) - can 
embrace a new standpoint - and believe in their radical new stance; religiously 
and dogmatically... in a similar way to what they opposed. Alice Miller is an 
amazing writer. She explains (in her book; For Your Own Good - hidden cruelty 


to grieve ana d ounce oack. uipsy tola me she would tell Thor to go cry to a 
tree so he wouldn’t bother the people they were crashing with. That’s a lot 
better than telling him not to cry. Important note: I'm not advocating not 
comforting children or not listening to why children are upset and trying to 
help. I am talking about situations where nothing you can do is gonna help, 
and it’s an older child not a baby, and you feel kinda mad at the child, like it 
has no right to cry about what it’s crying about and the child isn’t asking for 
your comfort. . . it just wants to cry cuz it’s sad! I am also not talking to people 
who have no empathy for a child’s tears and are ignoring them ... I am talking 
for the people who have too much empathy and want to make stuff better al 
the time or to people who get angry at crying children. 

Part of life is being sad, ya know? And if we forbid crying and other 
“negative” emotions and behaviors in children... you know what happens, 
we also suppress their ability for “positive" emotions - cuz restraining your 
authentic spontaneous feelings seems to work both ways.

Pain and mental pain is usually indication you are being hurt! And you 
need to listen to that, not blame yourself, ask yourself what’s wrong! Listen 
to the young, believe them when they tell you what is wrong. Don’t try to tell 
them, they don’t feel what they feel and just blow them off! I believe my 
daughter when she tells me somebody’s parents are mean or what the 
teacher did, or what I did. I listen to her and believe her. But sometimes I can 
just not handle her pain, or fix it, or know a solution. And when you don’t know 
what to do, you can at least be honest, that’s always helpful, just be honest. 
I’m certainly not a perfect person, my god no! I can be horrible and the parent 
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child relationship is fraught with tensions... but honestly and respect and help 
you navigate through contusion. So I’m just saying I learned how to let her cry 
without feeling as crazy. And really I learned, if you want organic kids they are 
going to have a few bugs. But is there really another way ? I can’t imagine trying 
to control her like that. But this could get into another whole deep subject. To 
stay focused, I’ll get back to the subject. 

Did you ever see the episode of the Simpsons where Lisa is real bummed 
and Marge tells her to just smile and put on her happy face and Lisa gets out 
of the car to go to school with the fake smile and Marge thinks about it and 
freaks and grabs her and said “No, I’m sorry Lisa, you can be yourself, you 
can be sad, it’s alright. “ Then she asks Lisa why she’s smiling and Lisa says 
“Cuz now I do feel happy mom. That was really cool”. 

Our society is supposed to be of the people but it’s really so compulsory 
and controlled and afraid of free choice - especially in relation to children who 
are punished, hit, imprisoned, and sent to psychologists if they don’t obey 
authority. Remember. . “You can’t say Yes with all your heart, if you can’t also 
have the choice to say No.” —John Holt. 

As an anarchist parent, when I talk of dealing with tension, I do differentiate 
between the stress of having sombody’s foot on your throat (oppression), 
unhealthy societal expectations (mental slavery) and the trials and tribulations 
inherent in living (frustration, sadness, heartbreak, natural disasters, death, 
etc). You do what you can do, I like to have a more political understanding of 
the life at hand. .. but hay sometimes life just sucks! And we have to learn how 
to deal with our own existence. Talking about problems can help. 

Now I want to talk about crying babies which is different, for a crying baby 
should always be picked up and never left to cry. And babies cry a lot more 
than us bigger people cuz they are 
so outright with everything and it 
can be disconcerting. For this 
topic, I am going to refer to Shelia 
Kitzingers book, The Crying Baby , 
it is the shit! Very good advice. Go 
get it; at the library or look in the 
phone book for the Le Leche 
League phone # for they might 
have it in their library (that's where 
Faith got it). 

I will quickly run down some 
points for harried parents to glen 
from on the topic of Crying Babies. 

1) Many babies have dairy intoler- 
ance. Thus you as a nursing mom 
eating dairy could be giving your 
baby colic. This was true in my 
case, as dairy intolerance was big 
part of Clover’s colic and I didn’t 
know it for months. 

2) There are studies done that 
prove there is no correlation be- 
tween material emotional factors 
and a babies crying. Yes a neu- 
rotic or young or dumb mother 
who drank coffee when pregnant 
has the same amount of odds as 
having a crying baby or a con- 
tented baby, so don’t feel guilty 
ya’ll, you are not defective! (And 
since so many people make you 
feel like you are, isn’t it nice to 
know?) 

3) Sometimes colicky babies 
cry and reject the breast. Stress- 
ful. But switching to bottle feeding 
will not make it better. They are 
getting fine nutrition by nursing. 

And by the way, compared to other mammals, human women have the most 
dilute milk of all. Human babies are often like bear cubs, who suckle almost 
non-stop. So they are meant to nurse a lot, and formula is more heavy and 
filling than breast milk so they need less but still need to fulfill their sucking 
needs which are not just for hunger. 

4) A normal baby is power-packed, amazing energy, piercing screams, 
demanding not like that soft compliant cooing Gerber baby you saw in the 
commercials, OK? 

5) Babies with obvious pain have to be picked up, cuddled, soothed, 
rocked etc. It is worrisome when others tell you that you are spoiling your 
baby. There is no such thing! 

6) Babies get flustered and cry to release pain and feel better afterwards. 

7) Babies are confronted with adults ideas of them, and attempts to control 
them. Sometimes care-givers are fairly relaxed and allow babies to do more 


- expecting them to smile and make us proud. Read parenting books about how 
long they should sleep. But babies work on inner biological drives and can be 
frustrated by our attempts to mold them. When things don’t work - we think 
something is wrong with us or the baby. And we try to change the babies 
behavior and start a battle. Some tensions are culturally imposed. 

8) The babies in other cultures chapter of this book kicked ass! It’s so 
fascinating! I love reading how people from around the world do things. One big 
bit of information is almost everybody carries their baby, with a sling or 
something to gets somebody else to carry the baby. The baby sleeps while 
carried, and gets to look at all the action in the world, likes the motion, and the 
skin contact by being close to the human heartbeat. When babies cry to be 
picked up, that’s cuz they should be - like little monkey! They’ll get independent 
soon enough and start running away... beginning with enough security leads to 
independence down the road. Why don't we listen to our kids? Cuz later when 
they want independence, that’s when our culture tries to over-mother them and 
“hold” them back. 

Other cultures seem to be more fond and used to their children, I do believe, 
not isolating mother like how we do here. “Our society puts motherhood on a 
pedestal while disparaging and degrading mothers in practice." 

She says she doesn’t think we could culturally deal with nursing our babies 
for three years, sleeping with them in our beds, and letting them go to sleep when 
they want. I dunno. I don’t think it was that shocking to do so. But then I raised 
Clover at that age on the west coast and had some wild women for friends, 
hippies and punks. Babies on the tit, running wild and sleeping at shows and 
cafes was all I ever saw. And my mom friends were all cute and interesting and 
attracting so they had clout plus we weren’t stuck in a big industrialized city or 


out in the suburbs. Still life was stressful and hard. I just had people to be role 
models and to talk to... although I had to look for them. It seems harder for Faith, 
surrounded by what I call the “normal" icky people. 

I prefer to raise the little ones like barbarians, let them get in the mud, go up 
to people, pee in the bushes, sit on the sidewalk and nurse them, that’s just me. 
A lot of people enjoyed my wild child’s company. Will they turn into brats? I 
wondered that too, you want them to keep their spirit and self-esteem. I can tell 
you now at 1 0 my daughter is a somewhat shy, big hearted, responsible, creative 
and pretty damn civilized creature. Life happens to you, you don’t have to worry 
about that. But remember us anarchists like liberty, freedom not license, I mean 
you got to respect other people’s rights too! Just cuz we mostly are into working 
together and equality instead of a master and servant, under and over type 
arrangement doesn’t mean we have no responsibility. I didn’t raise her to be a 
creep. Somehow she turned out very “well-behaved" at a young age anyway,

Various articles on getting a job at Subway, starting a fire with 
a wall socket, the insane clown posse, good and bad points of MRR plus 
reviews. The page about reasons to ride a bike was tunny - but still has 
legitimate reasons. Also a short but to the point bit about being aware of 
where your money goes. The back page had a list of different issues of 
Eyecandy and it went up to #7, so this is a pretty old issue. (-Aprille)

5) Babies with obvious pain have to be picked up, cuddled, soothed, 
rocked etc. It is worrisome when others tell you that you are spoiling your 
baby. There is no such thing! 

6) Babies get flustered and cry to release pain and feel better afterwards. 

7) Babies are confronted with adults ideas of them, and attempts to control 
them. Sometimes care-givers are fairly relaxed and allow babies to do more 
or less what they want to do. In some third world cultures, adults accept small 
babies as they are without trying to mold their behavior on the grounds they 
are not ready yet. They have a relaxed attitude about potty training and nudity. 
No family member would think of deliberately frustrating a baby in order to 
teach it anything. 

In our culture - we try to domesticate babies. Put them to bed, isolated 
from human contact and expect them to sleep. Bath, dress, and parade them 


out in the suburbs. Still life was stressful and hard. I just had people to be role 
models and to talk to. . . although I had to look for them . It seems harder for Faith, 
surrounded by what I call the “normal” icky people. 

I prefer to raise the little ones like barbarians, let them get in the mud, go up 
to people, pee in the bushes, sit on the sidewalk and nurse them, that's just me. 
A lot of people enjoyed my wild child’s company. Will they turn into brats? I 
wondered that too, you want them to keep their spirit and self-esteem. I can tell 
you now at 1 0 my daughter is a somewhat shy, big hearted, responsible, creative 
and pretty damn civilized creature. Life happens to you, you don’t have to worry 
about that. But remember us anarchists like liberty, freedom not license, I mean 
you got to respect other people’s rights too! Just cuz we mostly are into working 
together and equality instead of a master and servant, under and over type 
arrangement doesn’t mean we have no responsibility. I didn't raise her to be a 
creep. Somehow she turned out very “well-behaved" at a young age anyway, 
like the only toddler sitting calmly at the library reading hour. (But it she hadn’t 
been calm that would be okay too - maybe they I would have taken her to the 
park). And I raised her like a heathen! It was fun, I have no regrets about that 
time in our lives. I mean little kids are pretty punk, just naturally.

Issues 1 0 and 1 1 contain an interview with Roger Leisner, 
the founder of Radio Free Maine, and an extensive article that traces the 
origins of the authoritarianism in grammar, runs throughout all three issues. 
Each issue is loaded with well written articles; you'll definitely learn some- 
thing. (-Ryan) 

GUMSHOE #1 (2 stamps^ 5500 Prytania St. Box #133^ New Orleans LA 
70115) Done on 8 pages of newsprint S&L style this is a good first effort. 
There's some personality showing through in between the Gameface and 
Dead Beat Records interviews. Sarcastic coverage of the KKK (and anti) rally 
in Pittsburgh, a rant on baggy pants. Reviews. And a story about moving from 
Pensacola to New Orleans. 

GUTTURAL RESPONSE #3 ($1ppd in CarvU.S. $2 World to Guttural Re- 
sponse 13 EarltonAve. Dartmouth N.S. B2Y2A6, Canada) This is another 
first for me. This issue focuses heavily on the noisier and more metal 
sounding side of hardcore. Interviews with Enemy Soil, JAWW, Negative 
Trend, and others. The interviews don't go into too much detail but give a 
general overview of the band and their opinions. Also included are columns 
on a variety of issues, from CD’s to Cannabis to fashion trends. This is pretty 
typical as far as zines go; in time I think it will develop its own characteristics. 
Good effort! (-Ryan) 

HODGEPODGE #4 ($2pp(^Mike Schade/983 Little Neck Ave/N. Bellmore 
NY 1 1 71 0) When I get really into a zine, or really moved by a zine — I feel the 
strong urge to rant and rave about it. This is one of the best zines I’ve read. 

I loved the fact that there is a huge section of columns which were all totally 
great! I was completely captivated through them all, which is unfortunately 
a rare thing. I enjoyed Mike's personal introduction and the way he shared his 
mind-set on doing this zine: the rewards and the frustration. It set a good tone 
- and lured me in completely. The columns as I said were great and all well 
written. I was particularly moved by two columns by twin brothers about 


discovering they had aneurysm’s. I was totally moved by the way they shared 
the experiences of living through this ordeal. Honestly it was one of the best and 
most impressionable things I think I’ve ever read!

There are also good articles on Dioxin and Shell Oil 
Company. And a ton of reviews. What really ices the cake is that the layouts are 
great with a very eloquent style that is eye-pleasing and easy to follow without 
being heavy handed. Rad zine - very highly recommended!! 

I’M JOHNNY AND I DON’T GIVE A FUCK FANZINE #8 ($3pp^P0 Box 21 533- 
1850 Commercial Dr/Vancouver BC V5N 4A0 Canada) This zine wins hands 
down as being my favorite zine right now! The cover absolutely rocks and lures 
me in; the hand-writing style is legible with a personable flair; the 1/4 sized format 
makes this fat little book fit right into your pocket so you can read it anywhere. 
And most important this reads like your favorite book that you can’t bear to put 
down. Andy tells a narrative story of a year or so in his life, a long time ago, when 
he was young and punk and drunk most of the time. It’s about living here and 
there, traveling from place to place, falling in love, meeting new friends, with a 
heavy dose of the stupidity of alcoholism and the utter gutter-like life of punk 
houses.

This guy puts together both catalogs and collections of his writing which are 
mostly misc. tid-bits on everything from eating well to living free to getting on 
over on the system. It’s all in here. He's a pretty eccentric guy with a vast 
knowledge of the world and if you are interested in living an alternative lifestyle 
you ' ve got to cross paths with this guy in one way or another just to find out what 
he’s got to offer in his library. Tons of booklets, books and videos are only the 
beginning. 

INFILTRATION #8 ($1/P0 Box 6609 / Town Centre/Pickering Ontario/Ll V 6P7 


Canada) I love the idea behind this zine! It’s all about going places you’re not 
supposed to, as far as restricted areas or secret passageways in cities go. If 
there was info like this around for every town - it would be great. If you were 
traveling around, you’d know about hidden spots as well as some local history. 
This issue focuses on City Hall, Metro Hall and the 1 9th floor of the Royal York 
Hotel - all in Toronto. The vast amount of history the editor knows about these 
places is in itself impressive. As well as his ability to bullshit his way around 
trouble when confronted by security/employees in off limit areas. There’s a floor 
by floor breakdown of both City and Metro Hall - from basement to observation 
deck. He also writes about finally getting to the mysterious 19th Floor of the 
swanky Royal York Hotel. With a lot of the tips he gives you’ll soon be ducking 
behind all those “employee only” doors you come across. (-Aprille) 
INTERNATIONAL STRAIGHT EDGE BULLETIN #28 ($3ppd world to Y. Boisleve, 
BP 7523, 35075 Rennes Cedex 3, France) An incredible resource for anyone 
interested in the international straight-edge scene. Loaded with scene reports, 
interviews, and reviews, as well as columns and articles from across the globe. 
You have to respect the effort that goes into coordinating something of this scale. 
This zine is huge. Highly recommended... even for the curious. (-Ryan) 
JARJETON INKVISITIO ($4ppc^P0 Box 1 52/ Burton-On-Trent/ Staffs/ DEI 4 
IXX/England) An amazing 7-way split zine! Includes: Why . Aversion . Ripping 
Thrash . Anoelheart . Cat On A String , Bald Cactus, and Hell and Damnation . A 
great selection. Each has it’s own distinct style and approach, but they all focus 
around the D.I.Y. punk community. There’s so much in this! All the editors have 
excellent writing styles that contain humor with strong opinions that don't come 
across as preachy. Views on things such as the uselessness of the Royal 
Family, the absurdness of Chumbawamba, similarities between militant vegans 
and organized religions in regards to “one view for all” attitudes, plus tons of 
other odds and ends. There's so many reviews of zines and records your head 
will be spinning. The layout is excellent as well. Get this! (-Aprille) 
JUGGERNAUT #5 ($3ppd to BLK 359 Woodlands Ave. 5 #03-364 Singapore 
730359 Singapore) What I think is so great about fanzines from outside the U . S. 
is that they really put a lot of effort into covering the international do-it-yourself 
community. This zine is no different. There is a substantial focus on the 
international hardcore scene. Interviews with The Volatiles, Ultimatum, 
Throwdown, and a few others. Also included are a lot of articles and news 
clippings relating to animal rights and other environmental issues. I enjoyed 


reading this a lot. You can really feel the enthusiasm that goes into making 
this zine.

MACHINE-ANIMAL COLLAGES ZINE #1 ($V Nicolas Lampert/PO Box 
11 351/ Oakland CA 94611) Literally what the title suggests: collages of 
animal parts mixed with machine parts to create new creatures. Interesting 
and creepy at the same time. 

MANKIND DISASTER #2+3^ VITRIOL # 5.6 SPLIT ZINE (3$ C4) Mitja 
Rozman ul. Jana Baukarata 4 9240 Ljutomei/Slovenia {Mankind Disaster} or 
Jolanda Roskar Hajdose 43t 2251 Ptuji Slovenia{ Vitriol}) What I am 
reviewing here are two issues of two different zines from Slovenia doing split 
issues with each other. I really enjoyed reading these zines, I love to have an 
outlook on what’s going on in the punk HC scene especially in countries that 
get little exposure like Slovenia. I could not read everything in this zine as not 
all of it is in English, but even what I couldn’t read I still enjoyed the pictures 
and what not. These zines feature some interesting artwork, and even some 
amusing cartoons. I also really enjoyed the bands interviewed within these 
pages, a sampling: Cress, Battle of Disarm, Doom, and Active Minds to name 
a few. The interviews are on the basic side, but are still interesting and 
informative. There are also some informative scene reports of Slovenia, 
Belgium and Finland. A highly recommended zine for anyone interested in the 
international hardcore community! (Beth) 

MO CHEEKS FANZINE #2 ($2 W 4 stamps 321 High School Rd. #341 
Bainbridge Island , WA 981 1 0) We have interviews with Against All Authority, 
The Displacements, Mark Bruback, and The Nobodies, among others. 
Intermixed with these interviews are fairly typical columns, record reviews, 
and quite a few pictures. The layout and design of this zine leaves much to 
be desired, but when it comes down to it it’s not too terrible, you can read 
everything at least. The interviews are all right, not terribly inspiring, but not 
too boring either; it would probably help if I were into any of the bands. What 
I really could do without is the pictures of people spreading their cheeks; I just 
found that sort of revolting. (Beth) 

NATURAL MYSTIC #7 ($1 (arg) $2 world/CC 3893^01160 Central (1000) 
Argentina) It’s on newsprint and all in Spanish. A lot of Streetpunk coverage 
(including some dodgey stuff). Bands interviewed: Komando Moriles (ska 
from Spain), Logical Nonsense, Cleaner (from NY), and lots of reviews. And 
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most annoying are the female nudie spread shots. I find it totally inappropriate 
in a hc-punk zine, esp. when slapped in the middle all out of place. I know 
Flipside has given into it and Probe was all about it... but it’s my pet peeve. 
NO FUN #2 ($1 + 2stamp& / 79-1 Frederick Ave/Bayshore NY 11706) An 
interesting zine that has a bit of everything in it. There’s no music covered at 
all. It’s more like a collage of thoughts, ideas and stories between two people. 
They’re moving to NYC from Victoria BC and there’s a lot of writing concerning 
it. The funniest being written by Brooke, who is originally from NY. about the 
Northwest and how it differs from NY. Most of Brooke's writing is stories and 
humorous observations whereas Jarrett (the other half of no fun) fills the zine 
with political and conspiracy articles. Includes bits on feeling un-noticed in 
NYC, knowing of a girl obsessed with Jeffrey Dahmer, Snow White vs. Evil 
Queen, tales of going to a conspiracy theory lecture, a piece about work and 
what it is. A great analysis of porn, plus more. (-Aprille) 

NO PEST STRIPES #3 ( $1.25/P0 Box 02222/Detroit Ml 48202-9998) It’s 
a short comic about the editors life as well as a story called The Sheet and 
Frankentrain ”. But I really can't review it because out of 1 5 pages it only had 
less than half, with doubles of each. It seems like he put a lot of effort into doing 
this zine, you’d think he would check to make sure he had all the pages. Oh 
well. (-Aprille) 

OFF! THE VOICE OF CAMPUS AND COMMUNITY (Off Campus College Office 
SUNY Binghamton, NY 13902) This is a highly informative political zine. OFF 
sates itself in the beginning to be a forum for all diverse, critical viewpoints and 
those suppressed by mainstream corporate media. This zine is thick reading 
consisting of mostly short and informative articles about ongoing political 
struggles. A section I found useful was Ned’s notebook, which informs you of 
direct action around the globe, as OFF puts it. Highlights of this zine for me: 
Mumia Abu-Jamal’s article on the Chiapas disaster in Mexico, along with a 
professor’s account of the same event, the article on Equality and the 
American Educational System and one man's perspective on women’s 
studies. These were just the highlights for me, there are tons of articles in here 
that really let you know what’s up. This is a good example of alternative press 
at its best. This is a place I can trust for news, as opposed to the mainstream 
media. OFF is a highly useful paper for all sorts of people. If you have any 
interest in finding out what's really going on in the world, you should to pick 
this up. (Beth) 

PANGCORE #3 AND #4 ($4ppd to PangCore c4) MAT PO Box 32 POS 
Malaysia Skusai 81307 Skudai, Johor Malaysia) This was the first issue of 
this Malaysian fanzine, or any Malaysian fanzine as a matter of fact, that I’ve 
read. While some of the contents were in Malay ( I hope I got that right.), a 
majority of it was written in English. The focus being the international d.i.y. 
hardcore scene, with interviews of Future Primitive, Meanstream, Puppen, and 
others. International scene reports, poetry, columns, politics and reviews fill 
out the rest of the issue. A note about the politics. Personally, I found the view 
of some of the columnists stances completely fucked up. In regards to 
homosexuality. “In the west this kind of human have their own organization 
to fight for their right. Who’s right? Human right? I think a real normal human 
wouldn't do this thing. . S It’s hard to pass such statements off as a problem 
with the translation. The ideas are rooted in a homophobic religious culture 
that has no place within any society. (-Ryan) 

PEOPLE CAN’T DRIVE #3 ($2ppd to 1 004 Rose Ave. Des Moines, IA 50315- 
3000 USA) This zine is a collection of short stories. I graduated with a degree 
in fiction writing, and have since given up the whole notion of writing it. Writing 
good stories is not easy. In regards to this zine, I’d have to say that I respect 
the effort. I wish I had been involved in a project like this in retrospect. Not 
all the stories are good, and some of them are just bad. But zines like this 
provide a format for writers to work at new ideas , develop new styles, and have 
a lot of fun in the process. Every now an then you come across something that 
works. Keep it up. (-Ryan) 

PLANET FISH #4 (stamps/33 Weston Rd/ChurchtowrVDublin 14/Ireland) 
A quick zine done by a high school student in Ireland. Short bits on gigs, zine 
an music reviews, as well as articles on different theories as to the existence 
of god. A great piece dealing with the power of your heart over your head, 
homophobia and respect others opinions. Short but interesting. (-Aprille) 
PLASTIC NEWSLETTER #^4 (PO Box 42/95201 Pabianice 3/Poland) This 
is done by Fraggles who does some artwork in S&L. It’s all in Polish which 
makes it kinda hard to review. If you read Polish and you are into anarcho-punk 
or power-violence hardcore then this is for you. There are reviews, contacts, 
anarchist news, band info, interviews with The Capitalist Casualties and 
Praparation-H and a whole slew of D.I.Y. punk based networking info. It’s all 
totally right up my alley. 

PTBH! #4 ($1 ppcKJS $2ppd€AN $3ppt*Worid to PO box 1868 Anchorage, 
AK 99609-1868 USA) This is the first part of a travel diary that begins in 
Anchorage, AK and leads to Mississippi. (The second part will begin in Texas; 
the next stop. The writing is quite good. (Chris, this reminds me of your writing 
style.) I always get so envious when I read touiztravel dairies. This one is no 
exception. It’s intelligent, funny, and interesting; an issue definitely worth 
reading. I’m looking forward to the second part. (-Ryan)

ACRID/LEFT FOR DEAD - Spilt LP First of all this red vinyl is cut into a saw blade 
edge which alone makes this cool. Plus Acrid rocks! I’m addicted to them after 
a couple listens. Though much of this is slow and droneingly heavy crossed with 
whirling speed — amongst that trade off are the rockin’ hooks and kickin’ 
grooves. It totally works for me! Left For Dead have more of a straight-forward 


hardcore-punk sound. They’ve got a fuzzy distorted guitar and gravely vocals;
